Hen 

scratching labels is fine. I then tape the parts down lightly so that 

when I need them, I can pull them out from under the tape. This has 

worked for me on many types of builds (rigs, model ships, model cars, 
.) But it does take some time. 


I group the items together. If the kit has 6 resistors numbered R1, 
R23, R25-R27, R29, then I have them all taped in the same place with all 
the labels. 


This also tells me how far I have to go. When there are no more parts, 
I guess the rig is done (hi-hi).

QRP related: The GAP antennas have no traps. All the RF goes to the antenna 
and away. My trap vertical (Hustler 6BTV) works well at 100 watts, but it 
seems to eat my Sierra alive. 


My GAP Titan DX (and its manual) are in storage, so I can't quote from the 
manual, but this is what I think it recommends. 


If you "ground mount" your GAP antenna, for good performance the counterpoise 
should be at least 5 feet off the ground. To prevent personal injury, I 
believe they recommend mounting it a few feet higher if you can't fence it 
off. This would also help if there are houses, trees, or other obstructions 
nearby. This is common sense, and it applies to any antenna. 


I have no experience with masts set in concrete. It could help, and it's not 
likely to hurt. But I think even a good stout mast won't guarantee a Titan DX 
to withstand high winds.. 


Some commercial, multiband verticals may survive high winds without guying, but 
I'd be very skeptical of claims or beliefs that the Titan DX needs no guying. 
Compared to other verticals I think this antenna is a major wind catcher, and I 
believe the feedpoint is a potential failure point. If guyless support is a 
requirement, I recommend you look at other antennas. 


Guying is cheap insurance for an antenna that costs hundreds of dollars. By 
the way, GAP sells a guying adapter, and guess what? The tech person to whom I 
spoke recommended using it just above the feedpoint. It's stout, consisting 
essentially of two large eye screws with a bracket to secure them to the mast. 


Guyed, my setup withstood 60-70 mph windstorms for several hours at a time. 
The ropes stretched and the antenna leaned at least 5 or 10 degrees from the 
perpendicular during the stronger gusts (this was quite a sight, approaching 
the house from a distance) but it held fast and returned to vertical on its 
own. Would it have done as well without guying? No way. I would have ended 
up with a $300 aluminum pretzel. ;-) 


GAPs are good antennas, but in my opinion, guy ‘em or don't buy ‘em!

Hello Mitch and the group - - 


Paddle feel is VERY personal and VERY subjective. No two people like 
their keys/paddles to feel the same way. I personally like my paddles 
to have a fairly light, yet firm feel. For instance, I've never liked 
Benchers or Brass Racers because they just feel mushy to me. I much 
prefer the more solid feel of a set of Brown Brothers BTL's (my 
personal favorite) or Vibroplex Iambic's. I say that I like a light 
feel, yet not as light as Chuck, K7Q0, who wants to be able to breath 
on the paddle lever and key the keyer. That works for him, and that's 
fine, but it's too light for me. As a suggestion for the beginner, or 
first time paddle user, have an experienced CW operator adjust your 
key/paddles the first time. This gives you a starting place, and you 
can then tweak the feel from there until you find what works for you. 


In short, if it works for you, go for it! 
Oh, well.

"feel." For my opinion see my Sunday Sermonette in the qrp-1l archives, but I 
could equate your question to asking, "What size shirt collar should I buy?" 
The answer is, "Buy the one that feels right for you." My shirts MIGHT feel 
fine on you, but the odds are that they won't. And if you followed my 
preference on shirt size, you just might swear off shirts forever because the 
one you bought just didn't feel right. 


You will probably find that once you have your paddles adjusted where they 
feel just fine to you, you will let someone use them JUST ONCE. That

creed, "Don't ask to borrow my paddles or my wife. If you just gotta have 
either, bring your own!"

I was the fox once in a VHF foxhunt (hidden transmitter hunt) in Columbus, 
Ohio once. I set up in the back 

parking lot of one of the larger malls. I was mostly left alone, but 

one fellow came walking across the lot 

to see what I was doing. He seemed like a casual joe, but I could 


see the guys in the Security truck across the 

lot watching us. He was pretty curious about what I was doing, so 

I showed him the VHF transceiver and auto-ID 

circuit I had built, and let him listen to the chatter on the local 
repeater. By the time the first hunter arrived 

(about 20 minutes later)he was satisfied and left. He never asked 
or implied that I was doing anything wrong or suggested 

that I move. (I made it a point to use a mostly vacant section of 
the back lot.) 


Based on that, and comments from other ops that did some Field Day 
activities at city parks, we came up with 
some suggestions: 


1) If it's public, you're allowed to use it: 

2) BUT - use it respectfully. You're representing the whole Ham Radio 
community. (Pay attention to signs, mind the park 

hours, don't tie up facilities unnecessarily, and SAFETY FIRST.) 

3) Have a PR officer - somebody to politely answer questions from 
curious bystanders and law enforcement officers. (Grin) You don't 
want to be answering questions over your shoulder when a rare one 
comes on. 

4) Wires in trees haven't been a problem if it's obvious that they'll 
be taken down soon, and if they don't pose a safety 

threat. 

5) If you're interfering with other visitors' boom boxes, plan on 
shutting down and moving. They outnumber you. 


I don't know of anyone that's ever encountered any heckling, but I 
suppose it could happen. (If I was worried about 
heckling I wouldn't have become a ham anyway.) 


If you know you're going to be someplace where the public may be curious, 
the ARRL used to have some handout materials 
you could probably get & pass along.

I decided to get on and work the SPartan Sprint last night. I fired up the 
Tuna Tin 2 and my Icom as the RX. I have a manual T/R switch so it takes a 
little technique. I have my TT2 up to about 950mw out into my ZM-2 and the 
80m Doublet up about 30 feet. 


I added a manual switch with about 12uH inductance and a small var cap in 
series with the crystal. I am able to bend the Rock in two settings now. I 
have about 3kHz movement on one side of the switch and about 1.5 kHz 
movement through the inductor. This made working the SP pretty interesting. 
I was calling CQ SP and getting both SP and QRP test replies. No problem 
but I don't know how to send in my SP logs. I guess I can count the qrp 
test contacts in the SP log. 


In any case I had fun and made a few Q's all with the TT2. With the antenna 
out of the calculation, I was running about a < 3 1b station counting the 2 
lb battery :-) My TT2 and ZM-2 are very light weight especially since I 
used an aluminum Mighty Dog food can instead of a tin Tuna can. 


I'm very impressed with the contacts I've been making with the TT2. I think 


it is a great little project for some of the new builders on the list. You 
don't have to worry about the receiver end of things if you already have a 
factory rig in the shack. I had a lot of fun building it and even more fun 
operating it. I am going to look into building a pin diode T/R switch so I 
don't have to keep remembering to flip the manual switch to TX. 


It was a pretty good night on 40m last night and I got to hear several 
familiar calls on the air.
